It’s hard to believe that Michael 
Mark reviewed (ARG, Sept. ‘83, p. 6) 
Leonard Shure’s new recording of the 
Beethoven Diabelli Variations without 
mentioning Mr. Shure’s earlier record- 
ing on Epic LC3382 (mono) issued 
around 1950. The Epic is a rarity. In 
the old cliché, it zipped in and out of 
the catalogue so fast that if you 
blinked you wouldn’t have seen it. 

Suffice to say that the Shure first 
Diabelli is certainly one of the finest 
ever made. The interpretation perhaps 
owes something to Schnabel, which is 
no criticism. If the new one (which | 
haven’t heard) matches it, it’s cause 
for celebration and purchase.

Desmond Arthur's perceptive 
review of performances by Lawrence 
Tibbett notes many of the excellences 
of this great artist (one of my nine 
favorites of all time) —though his cata- 
logue of Tibbett’s qualities could be 
extended. 


Generally | agree with Mr. Arthur, 
based on my knowledge of Mr. Tib- 
bett’s records, and even more on hav- 
ing heard him frequently in the 1930s, 
as a super with the Met. He was not 
unique {in the sense that Melchoir, 
Pinza, Beri, Flagstad were), but he 
was nearly so and he was indeed a 
worthy colleague of his noble part- 
ners. 

There is one point on which | dis- 
agree totally with Mr. Arthur—that is 
on Giovanni Martinelli—a great tenor 
whose career overlapped those of 
Caruso, Gigli, and Bjoerling. Martinelli’s 
voice was not as beautiful as theirs, 
but his musicianship, and his range of 
roles was broader, and his total com- 
mitment for some 33 seasons was 
unique. His Otello is still an unmatched 
standard, as is his Radames. It was 
truly glorious to tear Tibbet? and Mar- 
tinelli together.
